"Give proofs," etc. Finally Mr. Graham 
sprang to his feet and shouted : "This is 
Bhamoful I Such words should not bo 
allowed." 

Mr. Graham refused to he seated, and 
shouted above tho disorder, " Tho speech 
of the hon. genlleman is a swindle, it should 
not be allowed ; I protest against it." Mr. 
Graham's friends tried to (piiet him, but he 
reiterated that Mr. Astiuith's speech was 
false and should bo stopped. The Speaker 
named Mr. Graham, and while ho wr.8 still 
on his feet protesting and arraigning Mr. 
Aequith, his suspension was moved by tho 
Government and was carried. Mr. Grabam 
then retired waving his arras and shouting 
defiantly : "That is a swindling speech. 
This is a swindling House. I will expose it 
before a hundred thousand people in Hydo 
Park, and you shall hear from them."

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 4. — Twenty ladies repre- 
senting tlie women of Canada, interviewed 
Premier Abbott, and iisked the (iovertiment 
to facilitate tlio passage cf u mcasuro for the 
enfranchisement of woman. The Premier 
said ho personally favored admitting ladies 
to vote. Ho had studied the question for 
ye.ii 3, and the more ho pondered over the 
subject the more convinced ho was tliat 
woman franchise was a necessity and right, 
and tho time was very close at hand when 
it must be granted. The near future would 
bring about this result. He could not pro- 
mise, however, that the Government would 
at the present session introduce a bill to 
grunt this desired boon. 

A deputation of members urged the Pre- 
mier to find employment for Campbell, the 
poet. 

Tho eorrcspondenca relative to the pro- 
posed union of Newfoundland and Can- 
ada, presented to parliament, shows that 
four years ago the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment dickered with Canada, when for some 
unexplained reason the negotiations fell 
tbrougli. 

In the matter of the Caron chargea, Hon. 
Mr. Howell presented an amendment setting 
forth that Messrs. I'xigar, MiHi; ;u;d Curt- 
wright made specific charges against .Sir 
Ai.l-j![;hc Ctu'on not contained in the original 
motion. Ho therefore moved the reference 
of tho matter to one or more commissioneia 
for the purpose of takiug evidence and re- 
porting the same to parliament. 

The debate was continued until 1 o'clo.ik, 
when Sir Richard Cartwright moved an 
amendment to the amendment, declaring it 
contrary to all TSense of jnstloe, that the 
charges should be referred to a eommisaion, 
and that Sir Adolpbe Caron and his 
colleagues should assist in framing them.

Ottawa, April 25.— Tho prlucijial topic 
tJI oonvorsatlon in Pixrliamontivry clrclos, yoa- 
torday and to.day, has been tho roply of tlio 
Imperial Govommont In tho matter of the 
most-favorcd-niition clauses In the BelRian and 
Onrnian trcntics. Tho despatch of the Colonial 
Socrotnry 13 nu oxtroinoly unwaloomo one, and 
tho Grits are KoiiiK around, to-day, chuckling 
that Camilla has ^ot another slap in iho face 
and Uvxtlho ilonio tioveinniont has once again 
accentualod tho point, which Lihorala have 
' lonK insisted upon, that aa between Imperial 
and Canadian interests Lliu latter must ko to 
tho wall. This ia oyoi-reaelutiK the umvk. al- 
thoiiKh it must bo frankly luiiMti ed tlmt Lord 
ICnuisford'd reply U not very p .Ijit i hie. 
It will be roniombored tliat last aession tho llrst 
niinia er inlroducoil into the Senate un a<ldreda 
to tho Crown, whicli was duly aeeepleil anil 
passed in liuih Houhc.-!, H.skint; that Cai.r.da 
should be relieved from the oiieralion of the

in treaties entered into by Great Britain with 
BolKium in IS&i. and -with tho German Zoilver- 
eiii in ISO ). The oirect of tlioao clauaea, as was 
explained at the time, was to provunt Uauada 
from niviDK ""V eolony, to the United 

States, or even U)" Great lii itain herself any 
favor or advimta.ne in t'anadian markets whieh 
would not also aeeruo uii .er tliuae eliiiiyes lo 
lielniuinand to li< rmany. No niatler what 
consideration miuht bo iill'ereil to us by any 
other British colonj-, by tho Lmted Slates, or 
by Qjoat Britain, for uomo special advanUiKO 
in the way of trodo, thui iidvantnno was to be- 
come.nlso tho property of Belgium ami Ger- 
many for no considornLion at all. It was clear 
that tho existence of such clauses in the treaties 
reforreil to wouldbeaseriousobstacle.perhapsa 
fatal 01 e, in tho way of special trade arranRe- 
monUi with the West Indies which tho Uriiisli 
Government bad boon endcaToriiiK to foster 
for Canada; in tho way also of satisfactory 
reciprocal relations with tho United Stales, 
which the llrlliaii Goveranient was encourain- 
inn: ai.d, linally, in tho way of nny such special 
trade relations witli Great Britain, which a 
largo number of British slatesnien are nosv be- 
ginning to consider with favor. The address 
of last session was, therefore, passed in order 
to express Canadian sentiment on tho quostioa 
and to strongtlicn the liands of the Colonial 
nndForoign office In England. The reply to 
that- address has already boon sent to tho 
CoLOsrsT. It admits tlio griovaneo of which 
Canada complained, and oven points out, iu 
oKuct, that tho Kiievance ia greater tiian was 
stated in tho address, since under the apeciiii 
clauses of tho two treaties named, not 
only Belgian and German goods would 
share in our markets the full benefit of 
nny arransement Canada niit^ht make with tho 
West Indies, with tho United StiUos, or with 
Great Britain, but that all other nations, with 
■whicli Great Britain most-favorcd-nalion 
treaties, would alio havo a IcKitimato claim. 
It is clearly evident, on perusinK the address 
further, that Lord Knutsford h;is been 

"LO.XDED L'l- TIIIJ WltONO W AY," 

and in aomo cases ho misropres.nts the whole 
olTect and meaning of tho Canadian demand. 
The addrof-ji points out for instani e that, "in 
view of tho foreign tlacal policy of increasingly 
protective and dlsorimiuating duties, it ia 
clearly adverse to the interest of the United 
Kiupdom and of each and all of Its possessions 
that tho Parliament of tho United Kingdom, 
or of nny of Your Majesty's sclf governini; 
colcnios, should bo thus restricted in tlie power 
of adopting such modilleaiions of ita tarilT 
arrangements as may bo reiiuircd for tho pro 
motion of its trado or for its defence against 
aggressive or injurious measures of foreign 
policy." 

Tlio dnsp'stch. in reply, assumes that Canada 
wants " to establish diooriminative treatment 
between dilf. rent foreign nations or against 
tho Moilicr Country, or in favor of particular 
colonies, etc." Thia ia an iiiiaccountablo error 
on tho part of Lord Knutsford.' What Canada 
has been endeavoring to do is to confer a bene- 
fit on Ornat Britain equally with ourselves and 
to strengthen her hands in foreign negotiations 
and. yet, Canadians are plaintively tolil tliat 
they are aeekingto do an injury and to embroil 
the United Ivingdom with foreign nations. The 
truth of the matter is that. iristo:ul of Canada 
desiring particularly to negotiate wi^li foreign 
countries, the address itself was pa.ssed ia 
order to enable us to deal preferentially with 
the Jlothor Country. It is insinuated that 
Canada hia not fully considered the conse- 
quences of tho demand for tho denunciation 
of tho clauses in tho two treaties in question, 
but. as a matter of fact, the questions involved 
in this diAcussion have not only been weighed 
fully in Canada, but In Australia as -well, 
and every single point raised has been disposed 
of, in efl'ect, yearsago. Canada asked for tho 
denunciation of the two treaiies. in 1831, wlieii 
Sir A. T. Gait was Hi^li Conimisiioner, and 
Lord ICiinherloy. the then Colonial Secretary, 
instead of resonting the demand too* pronipr. 
action to rocpiest tho roloaso of Canada from 
the operation of 

Tin; (iiuiccTio.vA 111,1': clausics 
of the Ireatiesof ISG'i and Ifc'O.i. The reply of tho 
two foicign tjoverniiients, which appears in a 
despatch dated 'JTth hVbruary. 1S8L', says "Her 
Jlajesiy'a Minintcr at iiriissels has reported 
that, in tho opinion of tlio Helniati Government, 
the exemption desire 1 by tho Dominion of Can- 
ada would necessitate tho denunciation of the 
treaty of ISO-', and tho negotiation of a fresh 
treaty to replace it; and Her llnjesty a ambas- 
sador, at iierllu. li.i.i learnt Lliat, in the opinion 
of the compel em German autliorl ies, it would 
not bo eilliur convenient or desirable 
to abrogate aiiigic artic'cs of the 
treaty of l.Sli.'i. apart from a gen- 
eral revision of the Bwholo iiislruiiient. for 
whicli. liowevor, there did iiotappear to bo any 
immediate necetsity." That was a good and 
suHlcient rea-on, ho far as those two countries 
were coneeriied, and that reason, if urtced now, 
could hardly bo denied, lint Lord Kniils'ord 
does not advance it now, and in view of iliu 
facts that during tho past year the tai iir rela- 
tions of Central Kuropoan nations have been 
flung into a sort of "hotchpotch," it is ipies- 
tionabh) if that reason rxiats any longer. 
Britain's right 10 retain her hold on foreign 
markets by ine ins of tho most-favoreil-nation 
cJaii.-e is ndmittod. Tho revolt, liowover, 
nKainst that clause is general, and it cannot 
much longer be maintained. 'I'lie United 
States refuses it; Spain has repudiated it as 
far as possible in her arrangements \vitli ihe 
United States regarding the Spuni.sh (Jolonies, 
and in our own reciprocal arrangement rela- 
tions with tho United States, it could never 
havo been maintained in its integrity. It is 
fair to assume that our Government will 
reply to thia despatch of Lord Knutsford, 
and that His Lord.ship will haro to revise his 
opinions on a queation about which he seems 
to differ materially from Lord Kimberly.

How much self-government yro are going to 
got is a question fortheDnminicn Government, 
Naturally, like all Canadians, ai d in fact like 
all Englis I speaking people, wo want plenary 
power. Tho Federal Government says it won t 
wise to give us complete Bclf-govorn- 
ment al present, and tliorefoi o, while not dis- 
puting tliat point just now, we simply say. 

Give lis Bfmothing. Mind you, we are not 
asking for tho territories to bo erected into a 
province; far from that is iny idea at present ; 
what wo want is responsible Government with- 
in tlio lines already laid down. Tho Dominion 
Parliament has dealt with us liberally in the 
matter of tlio powers ot legislation which have 
been conferred upon us, but if wo havo no 
money to carry out our ordinnnccs it follows, 
as a matter of course, that in agreat maloricy' 
6t coses they must be a dead letter." '. 

It will be gathered from the foregoing con- 
versation with Mr. Haultnln that Cho bright 
and nbio loader ot tho executive council is 
thoroughly alive to tho interests of the terri- 
tories, and while lio modo.'itiy disclaims having 
achieved much during his visit hero, still tho 
fruits ot his mission will bo made manifostro 
tlio advantage of tho great Northwest country 
before many days are over.

OUJ! ShlVHRAGE SrSTEM. 

Mr. Kdwanl Molum, C. K., who is in 
cli irge of tlio seweriigc works luis wriUeu 
wluit will bo to muuy an iutoreating and 
instructive paper on The Sewerage System 
of Victoria, B. C. Mr. Mohun's object is 
evidently to reassure those of the citizens 
who have doubts us to the elhcicncy of tho 
syatein adopted by the Corporation. This 
is what is called tho "separate systoni," 
■which provides for carrying oil' the refuse of 
the boitsea but leaves the rainfall to be dis- 
posed of in another way. " Under the 
separate system," as he says, " the surface 
water is separated from the sewage." There 
being a greac deal less to drain oil" under 
this system the pipes aro consequently 
small. To many the pipes appear to be 
ridioulously small and quite insufBciont for 
the work they are expected to do. In order to 
convineo tho doubters Mr. M_ohun quotes 
authorities to prove that tho separate systoni 
is a good one, and that the pipes laid in the 
Victoria sewers are (|uitc large enough to 
carry oft" the sewage of a city much more 
populous than Victoria is likely to bo for 
many a long year to onme. He gives in- 
stances in which pipes of 6, S and 12 inches 
have drained considerable areas on which 
there were many houses eontaining a largo 
number of inhabitants. 

There is no guess work about this matter 
of the capacity of pipes. Let the diameter 
of the pipe be given, and the fall or grade, 

, and the engineer will be able to tell almost 
to a gallon how much sewage can pass 
through it in a given time. There aro 
tables which will give tho result quite as 
accurately as tho Ready Reekouer can tell 
the price of so many articles at so much 
each, or tho interest on a specified 

. sum of money at a given rate per 
cent. For instance, as Mr. Mohun 
informs his readers " An 8-inch pipe run- 
ning half full with a fall of one in 250 will, 
if laid with the Stamford joint, have a 
velocity of 2.11 feet in a second, and a dis- 
charge of 8,270 gallons an hour. That is to 
say, the sewer when running half full is of 
arfiple capacity to supply 1,654 people, 
which would be a population of over 21 per- 
sons for each house of 25 feet frontage, 
without taking into consideration the 
double frontage occupied bjr corner 
buildings. 

We think it safe to say that tho intelli- 
gent man who reads Mr. Mohun's paper at 
all carefully, will have no longer any mis- 
.giviugs as to the size of tho pipes that arc 
being laid in this city 



deficiencies in tho revenue for tho . current 
yeir, that the Canadian croakers, for pur- 
poses of their own, raise the cry that Great 
Britain's commercial supremacy is iioaring 
its end. By doing this, they only show 
their shallowness or their dishonesty. Tho 
tondenoy; of Britain's prosperity, tho Chun- 
cellor of tho Exchequer says, is still up- 
wards, and ho does not so much as hint 
that tho time is near when tho eslinuvtes aro 
likely to exceed tho revenue. Tho men 
who, to advance some cause which thoy 
consider it politic to advocate, represent 
Great Britain to bo commercially on tlio 
decline, deserve nothing but tho ooulcmpt 
of their fellow Canadians. 



'I'ffS AMmRIOAN VIEW. 

Tho following extract from a leading arti- 
cle in the New York World, of a late date, 
shows how the Anarcliibta arc regarded by 
intelligent and law-abiding people in tho 
United States : 

Jlanifestly tho Anarchist wishes to do 
Eonietlung iiinre than kill a ri'preaeiitative 
of the law, Ho wishes to ovcrthiow Hociety.

Between Anarchism and civilization there 
is War to the death. Tho only question is 
which shall die 'i It is well for society to 
understand this issue clearly, and to deal 
^N'ith it with a resolute hand that knows no 
llinching. 

It is not difficult to guess how the Anar- 
chists would be treated by a people who re- 
gard them in this waj-, if they gave them 
the slightest provocation. It is fortunate 
for Ravoohol that ho did not try to revolu- 
tionize society in the United States. 




MR. ^l,■^'EILL'S MOTION 



In discussing the motion made by Mr. 
McNeill in the House of Commons a few 
days ago the advocates of what has been 
called "inter-imperial trade" mnst take care 
not to fall into the same mistako as tho 
Liberals did when they were d(^scanting on 
the beauties iind the advantages of unre- 
stricted reciprocity with the United States.

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matter in which the unprofessional man 
must depend upon the knowledge and the 
skill of trained eogineera. What Mr. 
Mahun says about this part of bis subject is 
very much to the point. It is this : — 

" It would be as reasonable to expect a 
man, wdio has not received special training, 
'; to bo competent to instruct a doctor or a 
lawyer as an engineer in his work, for to be 
. successful in any of these professions re - 
••quires years of hard study and' hard work. 
If this were not the case it would be quite 
in order for the carpenter to teach the 
bricklayer, and the bricklayer to teaoh the 
plumber, and the plumber to teach the 
stonemason, and the stonemL<sou to teach 
the machinifct, and oo cii '"/ iiijinilum." 

We trust tiiat all wlio take an interest in 
this matter and wish to form an intelligent 
opinion on the work that is being done in 
the construction of tho city sewers will get 
Mr. Mohun's paper and read it carefully. 
Tho half hour or so rnjuired for its perusal 
will be very well spent. 



UPWARD STILL. 

Some Canadian journalists appear to wish 
to create the impression that (Jroal Hritaiu 
has, in a conunercial sense, seen her boat 
days, that she has arrived at the aummit of 
her prosperity, and that her decline has 
conimeiiced. ThcBo journalists may bo very 
clever and very far-seeing, but it will have 
to be admitted that tho Chancellor of the 
Exchef|Ucr knows a little more al)out the 
financial conditifm and prospects of the 
nation than they do. Tho opening sentences 
of his budget speech give a direct contradic- 
tion to the statements and predictions of 
the Canadian wiseaoros. He says: — 

"It often happens that when a traveller 
' finds himself in a country and is ascending 
a slope, ho fancies that the point he sees 
above it is tlio highest point of the hill, 
until when ho rcuchos the top, be finds he 
has further slopes to climb. VVe have had 
a similar experience in tho last few years as 
wo have been ascending in financial pros- 
perity. I'or two or three years we thought 
tho top was in sight; we thouglit we should 
soon reach table land, even if wo did not 
come to a decline. Hut still the curve is 
happily upwards. Time after time estimates 
frameil on a liberal scale have been ex- 
ceeded. 

Last year, he had a aurplua of five mil- 
lions of dollars, and he calculates that after 
making'. aUowBDcea for' defioiesces In the 
revenue, here and'thefe, tind for increased 
oxpendituro in some directions, ho 
will iu the current year have a 
.surplus of over a million of dollars. 
As lie is a most careful and cautious 
financier, the surplus is more likely to bo 
three millions than one. It i& because Mr. 
Goschen is not afraid to tell Parliament and 
the people what he believes to be tho truth, 
and booiuso ho makes nllowanoes for slight 



resolutions the Dominion lloute of Com- 
mons passes on the subject, unless and until 
the people of Great Britain can be made to 
see that it would be good policy in thorn to 
give tho colonies a preference in matters of 
trade over foreign nations, nothing can be 
done. It would seem uniieccssary to ask sen- 
sible people to bear this in mind, we 
see that tlio Canadian Ijiberals, under 
almost similar eircumstancus, forgot that it 
takes two to make u bargain, and they cer- 
tainly do not wish to be regarded as fools. 

Mr. McNeill's resolution is all that could 
be desired in this respect. It places the 
necessary emphasis on the co-opt ration of 
Groat Britain, and it also shows that Canada 
is ready to make a return for any trade 
favors she may receive. It is as follows : 

"Tliatif and when tho Parliament of 
Great liritaiii and IreUuid admits Canailian 
jiroducts to the inarkeLs'of tiie United King- 
dom upon more favorable terms than il 
accor<ls to the products ■^^ foreign countries 
the Parliament uf C,ii,ada will be prepared 
to ac;ord corresponding advantages by a 
reduction in the (iiitiea imposed I'pon Brit- 
ish maniifiiotured goods." 

Just now there iloes not seem to ho much 
prospect of Great Britain agreeing to the 
arrangentent outlined in this resolution, but 
no one can tell what changes may take place 
in British public opinion with respect to 
trade matters. . Very many in the Old 
Country are exasperated at tho attitude 
taken and persisted in by nations that are 
very greatly benefitted by the free market 
which Great Britain extends to them for 
everything they have to sell. The MoKin- 
ley tariCf made many converts to a policy of 
retaliation. It has helped tho fair-trade 
party iniinonsely, and wo are not surprised 
to SCO that an Imperial Trade League has 
been started and that it counts mony inllu- 
ontial mon among its members. The idea 
of a closer relationship between Great Bri- 
tain and her colonies is agreeable to very 
many. Tho difficulty is to devise some 
practicable plan of Federation. IVogress 
has been made in that direction already, 
and it is more tlian probable that greater 
advances will bo made in tho not distant 
future. There can be no question that 
oloBor trade relations will be a prominent 
feature of federation when it docs take 
place. In tho meantime tho iidvocfttea of 
preferential trade must have patience. 
Rome was not built in a day.

Andrew Scliultz Held Priaouer for I'jxe 
Poisoning of His Life Com- 
panion. 

A Scene of Wretclieduesa and lliseiy

*\-esan'day''norn:nK Sehnll. stood ouUido tho 
Bhaniy, excited and talkative, nnd m 
the school children who were k'Ouik- by i,h"t "13 
wife was dead. Some ot the brave apmU \ en- 
iured to peep inside by the old man s inyi a- 
tion and they saw that ho luul spoken tiulj. 
The news spread, and soon a youni,- man niimuu 
Ward had borne it to the poHeestalion. bemr. 
Walker proceeded to Inveritik'.ale, l)Uli)eioii. 
ho reached the.cabin Oilier ^J")'' 
boat the place is, had taken .Scliult/, mlo cus 
tody, ponUinKomiuiry into the ease. 

From tiio old man's rambling talk it v. as 
Kathered that ho had caused tho woman a 
(loaLh, so wiien lie arrested him tho policenmn 

'^"""vhat have you been doing with your 

'''"Tjot'vas' 'not of your business," came tho 
prompt reply in very imperfect huKhsh. 

Scliultz was taken lo headquanors, loeked 
up, and n charge duly entered, not of "i;";'''-' ■ 
but ot causing the death ot an Indian «oiiiai 
by poison. His hostility soon wore away, mid 
heconaded tho infonnation to the chiei tliai^ 
the woman was h'ettiiiK old and no Kood, 
and ho had given her a dose of slrychiiiiie, 
more as nn act ot kindness than for any ot he 
reason. Tho poison he said ho had obtai ned at 
Moore & Co's. druR Store, on \ntes sl^reet, and 
invostication proved tho tnith pf at lease this 
portion ot his story. Tho strychnine was du y 
receipted for, half an ounce, having been sold 
for thoostont^iblo purpose ot killing raU. 

Alittlolnteriniheday fchiillz was talked 
to in his cell by a party of newspaper men. lie 
was perfectly uncoiieerned. and lliu int,' that 
■ ono ot his visitors could speak liia native lan- 
KunRO, told his story witlinut any hesitation 
Tho dead woman, he exphuiied, was iiis law 
fully wedded wife, and had ived ^^ih hjm 
many, many years. Ot late, she had been 
and complained almost continually of the pain 
in her head, asking him to Bet her stryehniiie. 
ilu went to tho drug store to obtain the poi=oii 
but was told he would have to bring souio re- 
Bponsiblo person with him. This ho did, got 
tho strychnino, took It ■ homo, and tola Ger- 
trude' slio could take it it she liked. She took 
it and died. , , , ,,_ , 

The two stories, it will bo noticed, dilTer only 
in the circumstance that at first Sohultz says 
he gave tho poison hinisoit, afterwards claim- 
ing that his wifo took it herself. 

In the cabin whore the body was, wore found 
a few broken boxes, a ooUeotJon ot Ola coal oil 
tins, and a pile of loose straw on tho damp 
Kround— tho only bed. Furniture there was 
none, and the only food to bo seen consisted of 
a couple of pieces of dried fish and sonio fnig- 
ments of mouldy bread. The nearest neighbors 
say that Schultz nnd his wifo lived happily to- 
gether, tho only time loud talking was heard 
being when tho woman asked for food, and the 
old man had only what ho had picked up in 
baok ysids and on tho carbago dump to Oder 
her. Then ho would iiivariaoly pioniiso her 
that Bho should have something to eat— "to- 
morrow." How much of Bulforing was patiently 
borne can scarcely bo imagined. 

Tho general opinion is that Schultz is -not 
responsible for any of his acta, and an examina- 
tion to test his sanity will, no doubt, be made 
before tho conclusion of the Inquest, which is 
to be held to-morrow.

YIOTORIA MARKETS. 

VM in the Price of Flonr, Which Promliea 
to Be Permanent. 

The only noticeable feature in the local 
markets during tho week has been a general 
fall of 23 cents in flour, owing to a decline 
in the prico of wheat in tho world's great 
marts. This decline is expected to be main- 
tained, nnd as tho yield ot wheat is likely to bo 
larger than ever this year, a stil'. furLnor ue- 
clino may bo looked for. Jiarley has advanced, 
owing to tl«) supply of tho grain being some- 
what liiuLled, and tho demand improving. 
Bran has also run up about §2 per ton, but the 
otiior feed stuflli remain unchanged. I'otatocs 
are no longer a drag on tho market— in fact 
they are very scarce just at present. This is 
the reaction, A few weeks ago they could be 
had at almost anything oH'oriiig; so low did 
tho prices go that farmora in many instaneea 
decided to hold out. They are now bo busy 
with sjiring operations tliat they have not time 
to come to town with their supplies, and the 
price of potatoes has jumped up during the 
week from §12 or §15 per ton to $20 and 521. 
These prices, liowever, cannot long be main- 
tained, as there is still a fair slock held in reserve 
by the Island growers. and an abundance ready 
for shipment from the Sound. i\l eats hold at 
last week's prices— the supply of beet conies 
chiefly from Calgary nnd tho N. W. T., whiio 
mutton is supplied from Oregon. It will be 
fully a month or aix weeks before t lie interior 
rai.goa can coiitrilmto to tho supply. Hiting 
frosts have retarded the growth of the bunch 
Krasa, and hay ia aearee. Vegetaldes are coni- 
ing in more freely, butthere is no falling oil' in 
price. Eggs are plentiful and good at from 20 ;. 
to 2oc. per dozen. Fiali does not show up in 
any great quantity, and prices are stilf for the 
season. Trout may be had for love, but not for 
money, and apring salmon cannot-bo had under 
10c. or 12c. per pound. Good reports frcm the 
Frasor and Columbia, however; encourage the 
hope that within a few diys there will be a 
considerable fall in price.

W thowm'jsoof the trial 
Muthieis was rovealey as aWf.lohot little lera 
versatility th'\n Deenitng. For tho last 
fifteen yo;irp, he baa pjfieil from plaoo to 
plaOB on the coiiliiirfdt, killing, robbing and 
b'iUokmniling wi'ib'SMt rest. Ho speaks all 
I the continental 'languages, and confesses to 
at least siKty {sf-imcs. To cacapo detection 
for burglaries iio freijtiently entered 
monasteries, and alVcctcd the greatest 
piety. In almost every instance ho 
would mystcrioualy disappear, as would also 
tho communion service and other silver 
plate. When liia funds liegan to dwindle, 
he woulil again put on tho garb of a monk. 
After numerous robberies and attempted 
muri^ers in the French moiuiaterios, bo 
brought up one year ago iia a Trappiat 
brother in Aigiio liellc. lie aUected tlio 
dtcpest piety and gave to the order two 
or three liiiiidrcd francs, wliieli he had with 
him when ho entered it. One night in tho 
sixth mouth of Ills residcnco tliore, lie en- 
tered the room of Pero Ildefonse,the luirsar, 
killed him, and fled, taking with hitn 17,- 
l.'l.'i franos in notes and socuritios, beloug- 
ing to tho order.
